BATES MEMORIAL CHURCH 


New House of Worship to be Dedicated 
in Snow Hill. 

The new Methodist Protestant church 
at Snow Hill will be dedicated with 
appropriate services next Sunday.

Grumbs From Our Study Table. 


Sin is the great mystery of the world.

Self denial with a burden 
on the bck; then erect manhood in a 
palace.

tian life. Sometimes it is sheltered in 
the mind. Sometimes the imp is seated 
in the heart. Ofteuer it has its abode in 
the gall-duct of the liver. When it is 
lodged at this last named pointit has 
the greatest virulence, and poisons the 
whole being. But wherever it is situated, 
itis always and everywhere a spirit 
that works mischief. Those possessed 
of it sin against God.

Would that we, one and all, might be 
upon 
those who lave sinned and wronged 
us as David was with Saul. Would 
that we might talk only about the good 
qualities of those with whom we come 
io contact aud not examine a man's 
faults with the magnifying power of 
microscope and study his virtues 
with the winifying power of the in- 
verted end of a telescope. Would that 
we might cease to write our human 
in the sands, which 
are washed out by the rising tides in a 
day, and that we might rather chisel 
our commendations In the solid rocka, 
which shall publish them forever. 


Golden Lipe of Silence, 

The golden lips of gospel silence 
never banquet upon carrion. We know 
that a healthful physical body bas to 
draw its strength from clean provender.

Washington. Scores and, I believe, 
hundreds of guests eating at that hotel 
were polsoued, Some of the guests lost 
their lives. Many more were doomed 
to a lifetime of suffering Invalidism. 
The president elect did not suffer, be 
cause nt that dinner be did not take 
any of the polsoned food. Only the 
ravens nud the buzzards could feast 
upon the carcasses floating about 
Nous ark; not the dove with her 
wings covered with silver and her 
feathers with yellow gold. What is 
true in reference to the physical body 
is niso true in reference to the mind 
and the spirit. If we allow our thoughts 
to feed upon what is depraved in other 
men's characters, then our thoughts 
will themseives become depraved, If 
we allow our lips to revel io uttering 
the scandals and describing the weak- 
nesece and the sins of our neighbors 
or friends or enemies, then our own 
tongues will become defiled.

Nenchiang For Lofty Ideals, 
A man çannot lift himself up by 


ing at his boot strapa. He must have 


a pure ident to draw bim out of him- 
self. When Munknesy's famous piè 
ture, “Obrist Before Pilate,” was being 
exbibited in one of our American cit- 
lea, an unkempt and filthy looking man 
was one day seen to enter the room 
and to stand and look for hours upon 
the sad and beautiful face of the Sa- 
viour, At first he stood before that 
painting with his hat upon his head; 
then, as the spirit of the picture began 
to take possession of him, he reached 
up and removed his hat. The follow- 
ing day the man came back, but this 
time he had washed his face and his 
hands. Next day he came again and 
stood before the picture. This day he 
had his clothes cleaned. Day after 
day. as long as that picture was in the 
Mty. this man came, each time im- 
proved In apparel, each time with more 
of divine light and love flooding his 
heart and soul. My brothers, if we 
reach up for lofty ideals those ideals 
will lift us up. If we only see and talk 
about the depravities in our brother’s 
nature, those evil deeds will drag us 
down. 

The golden lips of gospel silence are 
often just as important for our spirit- 
ual development as the silver tongue 
of speech. Joseph Addison, the great 
English uuthor and critic, once gave a 
des:ription of bis feelings when listen- 
ing to a masterpiece rendered by a 
noted orchestra. He sald that he waa 
not so much impressed with the great 
tidal waves of sound which dashed 
themselves against his eardrums as 
the waves of the mighty deep in mid- 
winter bent against the Holland dikes 
or with the volume of mingled sounds, 
as when the voices of the celestials 
seemed to blend with the voices of the 
terrestrials, as be was Impressed with 
the deep silence which suddenly en- 
sued when the orchestra leader lifted 
his baton In the midst of the piece and 
commanded his musicians to halt. Me- 
thought,” he wrote, “this short inter- 
val of silence had more music in it 
than any short space of time before or 
after it.” The most eloquent passages 
of our spiritual development may of- 
ten be found when we press the golden 
lips of gospel! silence against our neigh- 
bor’s faults, when we are dumb and 
say nothing, absolutely nothing. 


Scandals Publish Themselves, 

The golden lips of gospel silence 
should remain closed because, as a 
rule, it is not necessary to emphasize 
scandals. Scandals are always loud 
voiced. They publish themselves. As 
I speak some one sitting in a pew has 
been saying to himself: Is it not right 
to denounce other people's faults? 
Shall we not warn our friends against 
these sins? Shall we not point out 
men's errors as well as their virtues? 
Did uot Paul write to young Timothy 
enjoining bim to rebuke as well as to 
exhort, to reprove ns well os preach 
the word?’ Yes, that is true; but, as 
a rule, when a man sins he does not 
find a very grent lack of reprovers and 
rebukers, while there is generally ə 
great scarcity of exhorters and encour- 
agers when be does right. 

The late Dr. Joseph Parker, the great 
London preacher, once sald: The aver- 
age newspaper prefers not to print 
that which is only commendatory. If 
I should arise this morning and preach 
the most eloquent evangelistic sermon 
ever delivered from any English pul 
pit, no special notice would be taken 
of the sume, but If I should preach in 
an alpaca coat and stand under an 
open umbrella, which | might hold lu 
my left hand, every newspaper in Aus 
tralia, New Zealand, America or the 
British isles would have an account of 
the same tomorrow morning.” Fur- 
thermore, in every community there 
are scores of men and women who 
consider themselves self uppoluted 
messengers of evil. They are even 
willing to leave the home on wash 
Monday or on Saturday afternoon, 
when they ought to be preparing for 
the sacred Sabbath, if they can only 
peddie some story of Satanic gossip 
about the nelghborbood. And so, my 
brotber, you need not be afrald that 
enough condemnatory emphasis will 
not be placed upon your neighbor's 
faults. The simple fact is, if some of 
us do not tell and systematically talk 
about our neighbors’ virtues, the sin- 
ful world may come to the conclusion 
that they bave no virtues; that they 
are startling examples of total deprav- 
ity through and through. 

A clean heart instinctively finds some 
good in every man's nature. A honey- 
bee always scents the fower. It is the 
firefly of the night who loves to light 
his little lantern and to bunt for the 
creeping vermin in the quagmire and 
in the disease breeding recesses of the 
malasinatic swamp. An old and yet a 
very suggestive story goes thus: One 
day a wagon was driven up a country 
road in front of a Pennsylvania farm- 
house. The driver had all bis children 
and goods and chattels in his vehicle, 
He was moving and wanted to And a 
new home. Ele called out to a Quaker 
fariner sitting upon the porch: “Stran- 
ger, what kind of people live in the 
next town—I mean in that town which 
3s just over the bill? 1 want to settle 
there.” “Well, friend.” answered the 
Quaker farmer, “what kind of people 
did thee lenve In the place from whence 
thee «nme? “Oh,” replied the farmer, 
“they were the meanest people on 
earth. Every one of them would stab 
you lu the back If be could. They 
eau. shgat Lou, and cut your th at. 
is the reason I am ens and trying 
to find a new home,” “Eriend,” an- 
weren the old Quaker farmer, “thee 
will nud the same kind of people living 
in the next town.” Next day another 
emigrant drove up to the same farm- 
house. Ie asked the same question. 
Friend.“ asked the Quaker farmer, 
“what kind of people did thee leave in 
the place from whence thee came?’ 
“Oh,” answered this new arrival, “they 
were the kindest, the dearest people on 
earth. | would never have left them, 
bat my dear wife died. Then the old 
bemestead became Intolerable. Every 
roam reminded me of her, Every friend 
would open the bleeding wound of my 
heart. | could not belleve that any 
people could ever be sọ kind as my 
obi neighbors were’ during my late 
trouble.” “Friend,” answered the Qua 
ker farmer, “thee will and the same 
kind of neighbors in the next town as 
in the place from whence thee came.” 

Speak Only of the Good, 

Like the old Quaker farmer, I would 

declare that each bearer can find good 


virtues, Let others, if they WIN, ad- 
vertise the errors; we will only speak 
about the good, 

The golden lips of gospel silence nev- 
er foolishly whisper alnfal* tales into 
the cars of wrongdoers by which they 
shali try to justify their own sins. A 
good example is infectious. When Mr. 
Beecher was a young pastor in Indiana, 
he made up his mind that he would 
try to prench the love of God from a 
flower garden as well as from his pul- 
pit. He laid out his parsonage grounds 
in rows of roses and geraniums, vio- 
lets and hydrangeas. One yeéenr he 
planted a bed of over 3,000 hyacinths, 
At first the village people in great 
wonderment would come and look at 
his garden. Then they would solilo- 
quize. “Why cannot we have flowers 
in our front yards?" After awhile the 
little lower gardens began to grow ev- 
ery where- bere oue, there another, At 
last Mr, Beecher was able to say pub- 
licly, “Let your flowers so whine that 
men, secing bow beautiful they are, 
will go and make gardens for them- 
selves.” The young preacher's love of 
flowers begun to take root and blossom 
in many hearts. 

What is true in reference to the in- 
fection of n good example is also true 
of the Infection of a bad example. 
Some of the toll keepers lu New Zea- 
land Lave trained sheep, which, for a 
stun!) consideration, they lot out to the 
sheep drovers to lead their Mocks of 
sheep across the bridges which span 
the rivers or the ravines. When the 
sheep which are belng driven to mar- 
ket come up to these bridges, they are 
frightened and will not go over. Then 
these trained sheep come to the head 
of the flock and lead the way. Won 
the untrained sheep see that sonne of 
their number can cross the bridge, 
with a steady rush they follow after 
their leaders. There are scores and 
hundreds and thousands of men and 
women who want to do wrong. They 
are afraid to do wrong. But when 
they hear of the shortcomings of their 
fellow men, they say to themselves: 
“Well, if So-and-so can sow bis wild 
oats, I guess we can, If So-and-so can 
safely cross the rickety bridge span- 
ning the river of death, I guess we can 
also trust ourselves upon the swinging 
span. Here goes!“ “Tinder is not 
more apt to take fire,” once wrote 
Phillips Brooks, “nor wax to take the 
impression of tbe seal nor paper the 
ink than youth is to follow ill exam- 
ples.” “When the abbot throws the 
dice," goes an old legend, “the whole 
convent will gamble also.” The reson 
the Chinese ladies of today crush and 
distort their fcet Is because centuries 
ago a Chinese empress was born with 
deformed feet, and they are imitating 
the deformity. Everywhere we find 
that when a great man does wrong his 
evil conduct is taken as an example, or 
rather as an excuse, for hundreds and 
thousands of similar sina. 

The Artist's Masterpiece. 

Never give any man a chance by the 
recital of some wrong or sin to turn his 
face for one Instant from purity and 
right. When Leonardo da Vinci fin- 
ished his great painting, the “Last 
Supper.“ he made a cup which was a 
masterplece. In form and character 
and in the luster of the precious metal 
this central cup was clearly and beau- 
tifully wrought out. The common 
praise which was first beard from ev- 
ery lip was this: “How marvelous is the 
art dispinyed in the wine cup.“ This 
eulogium so incensed the grent Italian 
artist that he took a great brush and 
blotted out the splendid cup as he sald: 
“I meant the face of Jesus Christ to 
be the only and the central and the 
most importunt part of that picture. 
Whatever draws away the eyes of the 
beholder from that must be blotted 
out.” And so whatever draws away 
the thoughts and the desires of our 
hearers nnd companions from truth 
and purity and love must be blotted 
out. And mark you this, my brother, 
in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
no man is as good a man after hearing 
the rehenrsal of a scandal or a sin as 
he was before. There may be excep- 
tions. There may be times when peo- 
ple, by Illustration, ought to have the 
red light of warning finshed before 
thelr eyes. Dut in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred a man's spiritual life 
is developed better by hearing of the 
Virtues und self sacrifices and Chris- 
tian purities of his fellow men than by | 
wallowing in the mud of scandal and 
of sin. 

The golden lips of gospel silence 
never demean thelr owner in the eyes 
of his fellow men. When people sit 
around and bear him talk, if be does 
talk. they suy to themselves: “Well, 1 
do not know whether be is a good or a 
bad man. One thing I do know—he al- 
RCE ERAS? . I Tü Mans 
feel that I can trust him on that ae 
count. I always like him around. | 
know when | am absent be will speak | 
well of me, as he doos of others.” On 
the other hand, when a man bas not 
the goldeu lips of gospe! silence people 
say of hum: “I do not like that man. 
Ilo may be good, kind and true, but be | 
certainly has a poor way of showing 
it. You cannot be in his company five 
minutes before be is harshly criticising 
some one. Ile criticises his wife, his 
mother, his employer, his absent friend 
as well mhis absent enemy. I aways 
feel when | am with him that he tes 
Watching me, so that be can harably 
criticise me when my back la turned 
T do not he such a man around.“ 

This barsh criticism which we may 
utter against our neighbors always has 
a bad reactionary effect upon those | 
who make tt. Therefore if we want to 
have a great Influence for good it le 
very essential for us, for the most part, 
to talk ouly about the virtues and the 


heights, they bind themselves togeth- 
er with a long rope. Slowly and cau- 
tlously they creep over the glaciers 
and stand upon the edge of the black 
and yawning crevasses, If one of their 
number falls, the othera must be very 
quick of action. They must not only 
bury their spiked heels in the ice, but 
they must jam in the Ice staffs also, 
They know that if they cannot keep 
their brother from falling he may drag 
the whole party with bim Into the 
opened jaws of death. We are all, in 
one sense, bound together in this jour 
ney of life. When we try to fling a 
brother down, there is a jerk at our 
own belts, To a greater or less extent 
we will be dragged down. But when 
we try by the golden lips of gospel si- 
lence to screen a fallen brother and 
make it easier for him to recover and 
when we refuse to advertise his faults 
we ourselves are helped up in the 
struggle of life. We help ourselves 
when we try to shield our fallen breth- 
ren. 

The golden lips of gospel silence nevy- 
er intentionally speak a harsh word 
against a sinful neighbor. Why? 
Their owner knows that in the sight 
of God he is a sinner and that as a 
lost sheep he has crred and strayed 
far from the divine pasturage. The 
better a Christian is the more be real- 
izes the enormity of his own eins, the 
more inclined be is to be less harsh 
upon the sins of others. When Paul 
first had his blind eyes opened by the 
good Ananias, he was able, to some ex- 
tent, to see his own faults, He wrote, 
“I am the least of the apostles.” Then 
Paul went on in his spiritual growth. 
He saw his past blacker and blacker 
in the eyes of God. Then he wrote, 
“Unto me, who am less than the least 
of all the salnts.“ Paul went on 
growing higher and higher in spiritual 
life until at last, just before his mar- 
tyrdom, he could cry out in rapture, 
“This is a faithful saying and worthy 
of all acceptation—that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sinners, 
of whom I am chief.” Oh, my brother, 
by prayer and consecration and by 
grace cannot and will not you come so 
near to God that you will cease to con- 
demn your fellow men? Cease because, 
like Paul, you can feel that you are the 
chief of sinners? » 

Would that every one of us could 
have the beautiful eulogy passed upon 
us which President John Adams once 
passed upon his great predecessor. 
When the sage of Massachusetts stood 
for the first time before Stuart's fa- 
mous picture of Washington, he said, 
“There was a man who when occasion 
required knew enough and had self 
control enough to keep his mouth shut 
and say nothing.” When we hear peo- 
ple harshly criticised, may we, in the 
name of Christ, say nothing or only, if 
necessary, spenk up in their bebalf as 
Christ would have us speak. May we 
learn this lesson not by standing be- 
fore the picture of an earthly hero, but 
by the tomb of a martyred Lord.

Slapdash Insurance. 

There is n great increase in England 
of life insurance without medical ex- 
amination, a system highly praised by 
some experta. 

Broadly stated, the position of the 
companies which seek the business Is 
that the benefit of selection in keeping 
down the death rate exhausts itself in 
the first few yeara, and thereafter tho 
mortality is above average. 

If policies were Issued to the first 
10,000 apparently bealthy men met in 
the street by agants of the company, 
the mortality of the group would be 
much the same as that of 10,000 in- 
sured lives of similar ages who had 
passed a strict examination Ove years 
previously. 

Accordingly in risks taken without 
examination an extra charge of $4 per 
$500 is made for the first year and $2 
extra for the next two years, the rate 
after that being normal; or a proviso 18 
made that in case of death within five 
years only a part of the premium is to 
be paid. With these precautions the 
business is considered conservative.

TALMAGE 
SERMON 


FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Charch, Chicago 


Chicago, April 5.—In this sermon, ap- 
propriate to the day, the preacher pre- 
sents a vivid picture of the triumphal 
entry of Christ into Jerusalem amid 
the acclamations of the common peo- 
ple; whose plaudits were so soon to 
The text is 
John xil, 13, “Took branches of palm 
trees and went forth to meet him and 
cried hosanna.” 

This is Palm Sunday. In the ecclesi- 
astical year it is the day on which we 
commemorate the strange scene on the 
Judean road which constituted the one 
sole pagenut of our Lord's life. It is 
the day that ushers in holy week, the 
beginning of which saw him riding 
into Jerusalem in triumph and the end 
lying in Joseph of Arimathea’s tomb. 
This is the time when the same surging 
crowds which, a few days later, will 
ery: “Crucify bim! Crucify him!“ now 
make the Jodwan hills echo and re- 
echo with their exultant uts of 
“Hosanna to the Son of David! Hosan- 
na to the King?“ 

Appropriate, also, is my subject in 
reference to the audience to which I 
speak. I know not of any class of peo- 
ple to whom the significant lessons of 
Palm Sunday can be better applied 
than to ourselves. Ghrist among the 
waving palms ought to have for us 
gospel teachings, as well as Christ in 
Pilate’s judgment hall. Christ among 
the vociferating multitudes should ap- 
peal to us suggestively, as well as 
Jesus carrying his cross, Jesus resur- 
rected from the grave, Jesus appearing 
unto his disciples after the crucifixion 
or Jesus ascending from Mount Olivet. 

Palm Sunday emphasizes the truth 
that a false and a selfish adoration of 
Jesus Christ never results in a tri 
umphant and a lasting worship. Why 
did that great concourse of people, 
which came forth to welcome Jesus

physician bluntly tell me that he

| Went to both places so that he could be 


brought Into contact with people and 
win as many patients as be could. I 
wonder how many of us are kind to 
our friends solely from the selfish mo- 
tive to make our friends kind to us. 
It is possible to even feed the hungry 
with the most mercenary of desires. 
Christ stated this when be sald, “When 
thou makest a dinner or a supper, call 
not thy friends, nor thy brethren, nor 
thy kinsmen, nor thy rich neighbors 
lest they also bid thee agnin aud rec 
ompense can be made thee. In other 
words, we should not make our Chris- 
tian engngements merely a case of 
reciprocity — you do so much for me 
nd I will do so much for you. But 
when you make a gospel feast ask that 
young man to your home who has no 
friends and is alone in a great city. 
Ask that young girl who has no chance 
of coming in touch with a refined fam- 
ly circle unless you give her an invita- 
tion. “Call the poor, the maimed, the 
lame and the blind and thou abalt be 
blessed, for they cannot recompense 
thee.” Are we, this Palm Sunday, bon- 
oring Christ with the unselfish pur- 
pose of his disciples, who were accom» 
panying him from Bethany and who 
not only threw the palm branches in 
his way, but who were also ready to 
die for him, or are we worshiping 
Jesus with the selfish adoration.of the 
great bost that came out from Jerusa- 
lem to welcome him as a temporal 
king? 

If we nre selfishly worshiping Christ 
for what we can get out of bim, may 
We pot bere and now change that pur 
pose, or iid Dr. Bonar, through the 
influence of nu inspired dream which 
be had in bis Edinburgh parsonage? 
For many yeurs he had been a popular 
preacher, but bis ministry bore but little 
spiritual fruit. Ije himself had but 
little apirtina! faith One nicht, as be 
slept, he thought an angel came and 
stood by his bed and sald, “Horatius, 
What la troubling thee?" “Oh,” an- 
swered the minister, “i do not seem to 
derive any happiness from my Chris 
tian belief, and 1 have practically no 
spiritual resulta!" “That is easily ac 
counted for,” sald the angel. “Let us 
analyze your ministerial ambition, We 
shall may the whole represents 100 per 
cent, How large a percentage of that 
represents your selfish pride in preach. 
ing to a big audience? Fifteen per 
cent. How large a percentage repre 
sents the desire to live in a Ane house? 
Pifteen per cent. How large aà pèr-

A large addition to your chorea, so 
that your brother ministers will speak 
well of you? Forty per cent. How 
large a percentage represents the de- 
sire to be intellectual and to have the 
brainy men of Edinburgh praise your 
sermons? Ten per cent. How large a 
percentage represents your desire to 
have your children move in good vo- 
ciety? Fifteen per cent, What per- 
centage of your ambition is left to 
serve, for Christ's sake, the poor and 
the helpless? Only about 5 per cent 
of your whole life.” Dr. Bonar awoke 
from the dream horror struck. In that 
midnight bour he then and there prom- 
ised to give himself wholly up to the 
higher motive of serving for Christ's 
sake alone, Like that Edinburgh min- 
ister, may we be willing to bonor Jesus 
not so much for what he may do for 
us as for what we may do for him, 


The Fickleness of Hamanity. 

Palm Sunday emphasizes the reckless 
and unreasoning fickleness of the hu- 
man race. Christ, the popular favor 
Ite, being led to crucifixion within six 
days after his triumphal entry into Je 
rusalem, bas his counterpart all over 
the world. Human UMkes and dislikes, 
adulation and denunciation, approba- 
tion and prejudice are very apt to tread 
upon ench other's heels. The oscillat- 
ing pendulam which swings one way 
gathers momentum to swing as far the 
other way. 

If we make an idol of common hu- 
man ciay, as the French did of General 
Roulanger In 1889, then In a very little 
while we may become Iconoclasts and 
smash our idol and also the shrine be- 
fore which we once worshiped. Presi- 
dent Carnot understood this fickleness 
of the human race. When the “Man on 
Horseback,” as Boulanger was called, 
threatened to ride down the Champs 
Elysees and overthrow the French re- 
public, some of the leading stateamen, 
like ex-Premler Waldeck - Rousseau, 
wanted the president to quietly lead 
Boulanger to the outskirts of the city 
and have him shot for the good of 
France. The president only smiled at 
his friends’ anxiety. He sald to them: 
Walt, walt just a few months. The 
rabble will turn. Then the most popu- 
lar man of France will be the most de- 
spised. Such popular adoration as this 
is niways short lived.” Carnot spoke 
better than he knew. Not only did the 
tidal wave of public adoration which 
threatened to lift the “Man on Horse- 
back” into the Tuileries subside, but 
within a few months General Boulan- 
ger was friendless. In despair be com- 
mitted suicide by the grave of his mis- 
tress, Mme. Bounemain, while an exile 
in Brussels. 

The Duke of Wellington well under- 
stood the fickleness of popular ap- 
pPlause, Long after the conqueror of Na- 
poleon had regained his popularity and 
had become the most beloved subject 
of the Victorian empire be always kept 
the fence around bis city home broken 
down as an object lesson to recall the 
time when the London mob battered it 
down to show their disgust at one of 
his official acts as prime minister. 
Wiliam E. Gladstone was again and 
ogain execrated in the streets of the 
British capital, through which lis dend 
body was afterward carried to sleep its 
lust sleep among the bonorm! dead of 
Westminster, the Prince of Wales. now 
king, being among the pallbearers. 
Joan of Are, who led the Freuch ar 
mies to victory, Waa deserted by ber 
followers, who came to belleve ber a 
witch and a devil, The same tongue 
which once charmed the Roman assem- 
blies was afterward cut out from the 
mouth of Cicero by the mobs and nalled 
up in the Roman Forum, with the epl- 
tuph. Thou fool. wag no more!" Ah. 
we do not have toe stand among the vo 
ciferating multitudes of Patw Sunday 
to bear and see the fickleness of the 
human race! We can see everywhere 
the human idols being shattered. The 
same voices that are ready to cry to us, 
“Put bim upon a throne!" are the volces 
which tomorrow will call, “Lead bim 
away to execution! 


In Popular Applause Worth Seeking! 

Now, my brother, as the adoration of 
the human race is so short lived, it 
Joes not pay to ancrifice everything for 
popular applause. Cannot and will not 
we live with the nobler and higher pur- 
pose of trying to have God ratber than 
man think well of us? Would that we 
might one and all heed the bleased nd- 
vice which “Chinese” Gordon a short 
time before bis death wrote to a friend, 
then living in distant England: 

“Dear Friend—Why will you keep 
caring for what the world says? Try, 
oh, try to be no longer a slave to it. 
You have little idea of the comfort of 
freedom from it. It is biles, All this 
caring for what people will say is your 
pride. Holst your fag and abide by it. 
Thank God, I am quite well and so 
happy now that 1 resigned the govern- 
ment of the province and put all the 
faulta on my Friend! He ls able to 
bear them and will use me as long as 
he pienses as his mouthpiece, and 
when he la done with me he will put 
me one side. ‘Casting all your care on 
dim’ bna just come to mind.“ 

Palm Sunday indicates the city na 
the greatest of all battlegrounds where 
the apiritual conquest of a sinful world 
js to be decided. It is the feld of E» 
dracion. where the Satanic and divine 
powers will make their last stand and 
grip aml wrestle in mortal combat. It 


is 2 Redan where the demoniac in- 
faders Will be annihilated as a chemist 


with a pestie crushes a substance in a 
mortar. It ta the Waterloo, the York- 
town, the Agrigentum, the Solferino, 
the Chalons, the Thermopylae, where 
all the powers and principalities of 
darkness shal) be forever overthrown 
by the principalities and powers of 
light, and Christ shall be proclaimed 
King of kings and Lord of all. 

Why is the elity to be the great field 
whereon the sovereignty of Christ ahali 
be universally recognized? In the ey 
there is n commingling of all classes. 
Among the throngs who came forth on 
Palm Sunday to groet Jesus I see the 
good and the bad, the autocrat and the 
Dlebelan, the mighty capitalist and the 
small shopkeeper, the Pharisee, the 
disciple, the curiosity seeker, all com» 
Mingling, all circling, some cheering 
and some cursing under thelr breath, 
We are not to suppose for a moment 
that all who came forth to see Jesus 
threw branches in his way. Ob, nol 
The high priest's hirelings were in 
that crowd, as well as Jesus’ disciples. 
I am thankful that you and 1 live in a 
great city. We live in a city where 
our influence for good can tell most 
effectively if we only use that infu 
ence as Jesus would have us do If 
We capture Paris for Christ we cap- 
ture France; London for Christ means 
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r. ug in nu saved; Berlin for Christ means 
Germany bawing before the cross. If 
we capture New York and Chicago and 
our other great cities for Christ, we 
capture America for Christ, Oh, what 
a blessed opportunity it is for us to be 
able to fight under the standard of the 
crosa, where the Satanic forces are un- 
limbering their heaviest artilleries and 
where every blow struck for Jesus can, 
redound with the best of all results! 
The City and the country. 

But while I congratulate you because 
you are able to testify for Jesus in a 
large city 1 also cast my eyes over the 
hills and send forth gospel congratula- 
tion to the Christian farmhouses that 
are helping us in this Christian strug- 
gle. A city is a great buman reservoir 
which collects Ite streams of life from 
everywhere. Many of those streams 
trickle down from country bills, where 
cattle are lowing and horses neighing 
and sheep bleating aud harvests wav- 
ing. These country strenms of human 
life are the brooks which clarify the 
muddy waters of a large metropolis, 
The country farmer aud hia wife are 
very apt to fear that their boys and 
thelr girls will bè swallowed up in a 
large city and never beard from again. 
But | want to tell you that the major- 
ity of the mightiest workers for Christ 
in the large cities have been born upon 
a farw. A short time ago thirty-elght 
prominent business men of New York 
city sat at a banquet in the Union 
League club on Fifth avenue. How 
many of them do you suppose came 
from the county? Tifftty-six ont of 
the thirty-eight. A history of promi- 
nent lawyers, ministers, doctors und 
merchants in a large city was once 
compiled. Eighty per cent were found 
to come from the country. Thus, ye 
farmers and ‘farmers’ wives, do not 
mourn whenever your stout hmbed 
boys and beloved girls leave you for 
the great cities, Remember that you 
are giving them to the service of Jesus 
Christ. Remember that your prayers 
and Christian training are now to 
bring forth thelr gospel results lu the 
place where they are most needed. 

When my father, then a young coun- 
try minister, was called to a large city 
church, my grandfather, David Tal- 
mage, protested against his going. He 
said: “De Witt, you are doing well now 
in your little country church. Why do 
you go into that large city where your 
influence will be swallowed up and no 
one ever hear from you again?" But 
De Witt Talmage answered: “Father, I 
must go. It le my duty to go. | be 
lieve God Is calling me to that tield. 
And if I go in his name be will bless 
me.” God did bless bim. And so, 
fariners nnd farmers’ wives, God will 
also bless and is blessing the Christian 
work of your Christian children in the 
same way if be has called thew to live 
in a great city. 

Palm Sunday emphasizes the fact 
that the easiest way to capture n city 
for God is to go after the masses. Who 
are the masses? They are the most of 
folks. They are the common people 
who for the most part fll our churches. 
And yet they are the common people 
who today, If they are only roused with 
holy enthusiasm, can conquer this old 
world for Christ. They can do it as 
easily as the common people who came 
out to greet Jesus on Palm Sunday 
made the Pharisees and the high 
priest's Lirelings at that thoe afraid to 
lift their threatening fingers or to do 
Jesus nny harm. Today that religious 
organization which ts most spiritually 
influential for Jesua is the church 
which appeals to the employee as well 
as to the employer. to the poor man's 
hut as well na to the rich man's pal- 
ace, to the artisan and the mechanic 
aml the laborer aa well as to the mer 
Chant prince, the capitalist or the man 
dressed in broadcloth 


Power of the Common People. 

Oh, the Infalte Influence of the com 
mon people! If we could only by the 
power of the Holy Spirit enlist the 
common people to fight for Jesus 
Christ, under the standard of the cross, 
there would be no doubt as to the ulti- 
mate condition of our nation When 
Robert G. Ingersoll was a candidate 
for the gubernatorial chalr of Illinois, 
he wna defeated for the nomination 
Why? Recuuse if he bad been nomli- 
nated every church pulpit would bave 
become n political rostrum. Every lit- 
the meeting house und prayer meeting 
room would have been filled with Chri» 
tian workers, wbo would have worked 
and voted against him. Thus, if we 
could only luapire the great mass of the 
church members, wade up of the com- 
mon people, with a holy @thustasm for 
Christ, it would mean our political sal- 
vation. It would mean the extinction 
of the saloon. Then no Christian would 
vo for a candidate unless he emphat- 
ically stated he would do all in bis 
power to drive out the destroying demi- 
john. it would mean the purification 
of the home and of the church. The 
heart of the common people rings true 
When it is not misled. No wonder 
that it was among them that Jesus 
passed the most of his earthly minis- 
try. They were the frat to recognize 
him. rom them came the frat mem- 
bers of bis church, and it la with feel- 
ings of gratitude to them that We re 
member that It was they who gave to 
our Lord the only publie welcome and 
acclamation that be ever received. 

Rut Palm Sunday also throws into 
our raptured eyes the sunrise of Easter 
dawn, as well as it overshadows our 
heavens with the dark clouds of the 
biackeat of all “Black Fridays.” Palm 
Bunday practically says to us: “You 
muy have to carry your cross and bear 
your burdens and suffer your death as 
Josns Christ had to suffer and die, but 
you may also, like Christ, have your 
emancipation and resurrection and ul- 
timate triumph. This was the reason 
why the ancient Christians chiseled 
the palm leaf upon thelr tombatones, 
This was the reason why they also had 
the palm as the symbol of martyrdom. 
It mennt victory—victory in the name 
of the Lont Jesus, victory over this 
world, vietory over sin. It meant the 
kind of victory that Bt. John described 
in Mevelation when he cried out, “Aft 
er this | bebeld, and, lo, a great mult 
»tude which no man could number, 
stood before the throne and before the 
Lamb, clothed with white robes and 
palme in their hands.“ Olecero de 
scribed au athlete who had won a 
great number of prises as “a man of 
many palms.” Bo today as we see the 
palm branches thrown under the foot 
of Christ we know that they may be 
future symbols. They may remind 
of the palms of many heavenly 
wards.

giving went on as sforetime. The 
Governor enumerstes many of the 
devices for certifying to the delivery 
of the purchased vote, with most of 
which we are perfectly familiar in this 
latitude. He quotes a politician as 
saying that bribery is tacilitated by 
the official ballot: that “formerly it 
was necessary to buy the voters, now 
it is only necessary to buy the super- 
visor.” 

The Governor's plan for preventing 
bribery is as follows: 

The reform consists ih the abolition 
ot single districts; the placing of the 
names of all candidates on a general 
ticket; limitation of each elector to 
voting for one candidate only; distribu- 
tion of members to each party, whether 
large or small, in the ratio of the total 
number of votes cast by the parties re- 
spectively, and the declaring elected by 
each successful party of the candidates 


of that party receiving the largest 
number of votes. 


“We cannot see bow this great reform 
oan be accomplished in this manner, 
ead one practical difficulty in secur- 
ing the passage of an effective law 
against bribery is the fact that it must 
be passed by Legisiatures many of 


whose members received purchased 
votes. 


The effects of bribery are deplorebie, 
and when we consider the extent to 
which it prevails the wonder is that 
they have not been oven more disse- 
ious. ‘hie may be due to the fact 
that the corrupt vote is usually divid- 
od between the parties, and in that 
way is to some extent neutra ized. 
But the practice has s tendency to give 
the riob an undue sdvantage over the 
poor, or only moderately wealthy, in 
attaining office.

It is a solidified poem, an architectural 
dream made tangible in marble and 
stone, the marriage of artand mechan- 
io skill, vet more marvelous are its 
contents, Within those splendid walls 
are gathered the thoughts that once 
thronged in multiform and multitu- 
dinous brains, thoughts in the varied 
measures of poetry; the eloquent 
thoughts of orators; the metaphysical 
thoughts of philosophy, the thoughts 
of scientists; and thoughts redolent of 
things both sacred and divine. 

Such a library, however, is also of 
interest. Stirring is the sight of books 
by the tom and books by the thousands, 
the shelves weighted and filled with 
volames. That sight is one of awe. 
But many of those books are dead, and 
the alcoves in Which they rest are their 
‘graves, They are the Pharachs of the 
pest mummified and pyramided. Over 
these their authors toiled, burning the 
oll of midnight, the flame of the lamp 
fed with their own precious vitality. 
Under the wizard hand of compositors 
the manuscripts were setin type; the 
types were caught by the press and im- 
printed upon paper; the printed sheets 
were sent to the bindery; and then the 
labor of many hours and days blossom- 
ed into the finished quarto or octavo or 
duodecimo, bat only to wither and 
die beneath the frost of harsh criticiem 
or the snow of indifference.

In their wintry dungeon bound, 
God's eye is upon them: at the proper 
moment His hand breaks the gates of 
their prison, shatters their chains, and 
beckons them forth into the sunshine 
of liberty. 

Right glad am 1 that Gcd has kept 
the government of nature under His 
own eceptre. Man would make a poor 
fist at controlling the natural world. 
His attempts at bolding matters in the 
moral sphere prove that. Human jus- 
tice is often at variance with the divine. 
Laws are sometimes made for classes, 
and not forthe masses, All wrongs 
will some day be righted; there will be 
a final and an impartial adjustment of 
every crooked thing among mankind; 
but to hayo given mortal minds even a 
temporary control of the reasons and 
the conditions of the weather would 
have been to make inextricable confus- 
ion.

Supposing that to- 
day your wife was sick and bad to un- 
dergo-a very serious operation, woul® 
you not notify her mother and father 
and brothers and sisters of the im- 
pending danger? And if that opera- 
tion was a success would you not make 
the ‘telegraph wires thrill with the 
news, “The doctors say the operation 
‘was a success ond that she will get 
well?” If you would thus hasten to 
send the news that your wife had been 
saved from the jaws of death, how 
much more should every one who 
realizes what the resurrection of the 
Lord means to our dying race join in 
the ¢ffort to send broadcast through a 
perishing world the glad news that 
Christ has risen from the dead? 

We can Imagine the joy that was felt 
many years ago in an old farmhouse 
on a certain occasion during the late 
ciyil war. One of the sons, who was a 
soldier boy, Was reported to have been 
shot. His name appeared in the death 
column, The oldest brother immedi- 
ately went to the front to find out how 
the lad was shot and, if possible, to 
bring the body home for burial.

Look today at a 
living Jesus. Look today at a resur- 
rected Christ, who is ready to show 
you his scars, the results of suffering 
for your sins. Look today at a living 
Jesus, who demands that you shall not 
only call him Master, but Rabbonl, 
which is to say “Great Master.” Look 
today ot an Easter Christ, who was as 
cended unto the Father, with whom 
you mny be able, through his blood, to 
Pass an endless Easter.

FROM THE PEOPLE 


Expect To Start Construction in 
About Thirty Days. 

Plans for the incorporation of a new 
Long Distance Telephone Company, 
which will construct and operate long 
distance telephone lines extending 
from Elkton to Crisfield, Maryland 
have been completed, and a sufficient 
amount of capital already secured to 
justify those interested to believe that 
work of construction can bo begun in 
about thirty days. 

The name of the new company will 
be “The Peninsula Telephone Compa 
ny,” and, as its name implies will be in 
every sente à local enterprise, and will 
be connected in no way with any 
otber tlephone company other than 
having traffic agreements for the band. 
ling of long distance business. 

To more fully carry out the plans of 
making the new company a local enter- 
prise, all the money required for con- 
struction purposes will be local capital. 
The company wil! issue $75000 of 5 per 
cent first mortgage bonds, with a capi- 
tal stook of $75,000. 

The territory through which the oom- 
pany will construct its lines embraces 
tte following cities and towne; 

Elkton, Middletown, Chestertown, 
Centreville, Queenstown, Denton, Eas- 
ton, Salisbury, Cambridge, Princes 
Anne, Pocomoke and OCrisfield. 

Extensions will be made later to con- 
nect with the more important towns in 
Dela ware. At Elkton, connections will 
be made with the iines of the Maryland 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, 
through which connection long dis- 
tance service will be furnished to Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, Wilmington and 
all the principal towns end cities in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and New 
Jersey. 

The incorporators of the new com- 
pany will be Joshua Clayton, Elkton; 
Dr. W. H. Walters, Seoretary and 
Treasurer, Pocomoke Telephone Com- 
pany, Pocomoke, Md.; H. L. Britting- 
ham, General Manager, Prinoees Anne 
Telephone Company, Princess Anne, 
Md.; David E. Evans; H. W. Webb, 
Stanley Baker and H. W. Rusk, Balti- 
more, Md.

Appeals. Some Recommeadations 


Messrs. Editors of the Adver tiser: 

The editorial of the News om the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals, declar 
ing the law authorizing a vote, ató., on 
license to sell liquor. and “their sugges- 
tion for a law that will be constitu 
tional to be passed by the next Legisia 
ture.” is too remote and uncertain to 
satisfy the temperance element 

The question of license or no licerse 
was submitted at the last election to 
the voters of Salisbury and Nutters 
Districts, and the verdict of a fair and 
legitimate majority was against a 
license in these districts, and if that 
verdict is not r. s ted by the County 
Commissioners, then an sppeal will be 
made by the Wicomico delegation (or 
they will not receive the support of the 
temperance voters) for a law probibit- 
ing the sale of liquor in all the districts 
of Wicomico county, (not now prohib- 
ited). and such an appeal will te made 
by the petition of all the temperance 
voters in said Districts to the Legisla- 
ture for immediate action. 

It seems impossible to frame a law 
that will be declared constitutional on 
this liquor question The “saloon” has 

and influenve enough to have 
inserted in the law "bome feature mak- 
ing it unconstitutional when carried 
to the Court of Appeals. Besides, the 
voters of these districts do not desire a 
repetition of the bitter contest in the 
county and at the ekctionin the next 
Congressional election that was wit- 
nessed before and at the last election, 

No; let this matter of the saloon or 
no saloon in Wicomico be settled once 
and fore:er, either by the County Com 
missioners or by a prohibition law by 
the next Legislature. 

There is, we believe, a majority of 
voters in Wicomico against the saloon, 
and “public poltoy,“ as well as public 
decency demand a n cognition by the 
County Commissioners, or by the Legis- 
lature, of that sentimcnt. If a law. 
framed after a Massachusetts law, of 
long existence, is declared by our Court 
of last resort unconstitutional, we fear 
there is no legal remedy against intem- 
peranos, but in this county, prohibi- 
tion, pure and simple.

pesis will prevent it from goiag into 
effect on May ict. 

I was pleased to note through the 
columns of yorr valued paper, that 
this reverse decision of the higher 
Court tho a keen disappointment to 
those of your city who have the best 
interests of ite cltiz:na at | eart, will 
not lessen their interest in this righteous 
cause, but will work with a greater 
seal, and I hope ‘ere long be rewarded 
by seeing every saloon in your county 
closed, by a law placed upon the 
statute books at the session of our next 
Legislature, that will stand the test, 
and be as firm as the “Rock of Gibral- 
tar,“ on account of the strong senti 
ment upholding it 

Tho’ not a citizen of your city, I am 
none the lese interested in ite welfare, 
and the motive that prompts me to pen 
these linos are of a twofold nature; 

First, sa a word of encouragement to 
those laboring for God, home and his 
followman, and my other object, is to 
suggest to those interested, to try 
and make ii a non partisan issue at the 
coming Primaries and Election, for it 
is an laue, which I am sorry to state, 
that both the Democratic and Republi 
can parties will dodge, and tell the 
advocate of temperance they are with 
them, and give the same answer to 
those favoring license, but would 
recommend that the words “Against 
License’' and “For License” be placed 
upon the ticket in á separate column, 
and be voted on by al! parties, register- 
ing his choice by placing his crow

American Gardening says it is to 
be hoped that the long sought for peb 
low forcing rose which shall possess 
all the qualities that are essential to a 
variety in this country ls supplied to 
the American borticulturist in the new 
introduction of the hybrid tea rose, 
Franz Deegen. The variety bas been

According to its introducer, Mr. 
Asmus of New Jersey, the babit of 
growth and flower production is that 
of a tea, The color of the flower 
is a deeper yellow than is seen In Perle 
des Jardins and, ad the bloom ages and 
the petals expand from the center, a 
rich deep yellow is seen, which is very 
attractive. Of fragrance Franz Dee- 
gen bas a goodly share. In size it is 
medium. 


CANTALOUPE CULTURE, 


The Georgia Industry—A Summary 
of Recent Experience, 
Cantaloupe culture has recently be 
comé an important agricultural indus- 
try in Georgia, says a bulletin of the 
state experiment station. The va- 
riety grown is the Rocky Ford. This 
variety was first cultivated extensive- 
ly in south Georgia, but its culture 
has spread northward until last sea- 
son many hundred acres were raised 

in middie and north Georgia. 
Cantaloupes thrive best upon a 
warm, sandy loam soil For south 
Georgia a fertilizer formula contaln- 
ing 8 per cent phosphoric acid, 7 per 
cent potash and from 3 to 4 per cent 
of nitrogen is recommended. For up- 
per Georgia more pbosphoric acid and 
a little leas potash should be used. 
Only the best selected seed of the 
Rocky Ford variety should be planted. 
A large part of the seed planted in 
Georgia is obtained from Colorado. 
Early plantings generally do best. Pren- 
ty of seed should be used, at lenst ten 
to fifteen per hill. The plants should 
be thinned to one in a biIL 
The nearer the cantaloupe fields to 
the railroad the better the chances for 
profit, as expensive hauling is saved. 
Cantaloupes are very perishable and 
must be shipped in refrigerator cars. A 
car of ordinary capacity will refrig- 
erate 400 crates of melons. 


Dest Spraying. 

Spraying materials have been applied 
more or lesa from the first lu the form 
of a dry powder, usually diluted with 
slaked lime, four or some other cheap 
substance. This metbod bas generally 
been used in treating low growing 
plants like potatoes, but In some sec- 
tions it has within the last few years 
been given a wider application and 
used in combating orchard pests. It is 
highly recommended by some of those 
who have adopted it and appears to be 
of growing Importance. It would seem 
to be of special value in places where it 
is dimeult to get water for the wet 
method. Several machines for dusting 
plants and trees are on the market. 


Plants Etherised For Foreing. 

It seems to be a growing custom 
among French, Dutch and German 
florists to etherize the plants that they 
intend to force into early bloom. Lilacs 
especially bave in this way been 
brought into bloom before Christmas, 
and lilies of the valley are now being 
experimented with. In the cuse of lilac, 
the shrubs are exposed for about forty- 
ant bours to the fumes of ether in a 
hermetically sealed box at a tempera- 
ture of from 63 to O degrees during 
the day and 57 degrees at night. They 
are then grown In the manoer usual in 
the forcing bouse. 


In the Greenhouse. 

Look out for frost in February and 
keep up the fires during the doll 
weather, 

Tobacco subdues the green fy and 
the hose keeps down red spider in the 
greenhouse 

Take slipe of chrysantbewmoms to 
February or March, root them in sand 
and pot op as they grow. 

Many kinds of bedding plants can be 
propagated in the greenbouse now by 
means of cuttings and slips 

Tulips, byacinths, lilies and other 
bulbs that were potted fo late fall and 
early winter should be brought grad 
ually into warmth with plenty of 


water to Insure bioom after a few 
weeks.

PNEUMATIC CHISELS, 


Granite Carving Is Now Performed 
With Air Tools, 

An industry in which pneumatic tools 
bid fair to effect a revolution is the 
working of granite. Up till a few 
years ago the granite tombstones which 
are to be seen in every cemetery and 
the elaborately/ carved granite blocks 
which are now so popular for the 
fronts of banks and public houses were 
dressed by hand with a hammer and 
chisel In much the same way as we 
may suppose the Egyptians carved the 
sphinx. Now a jet of air is doing the 


“mason's work, and instead of expend- 


ing much time and muscle on his task 
the workman has simply to guide the 
pneumatic chisel over the surface of 
the stone. 

The saving in manual labor is very 
great. The work is done more rapidly 
and more cheaply by these tools than 
by hand and, it might also be said, 
more efficiently, for a pneumatic chisel 
can be operated in recesses and out of 
the way places in which there would. 
not be room to strike a blow with an 
ordinary hammer. Aberdeen is the 
center of the granite industry in Great 
Britain, and there is no granite work- 
ing establishment there of any conse- 
quence which has not an equipment of 
pneumatic tools, The heart of a pneu- 
matic plant is the compressor, or pump, 
which forces the atr into a large tank 
or reservoir. From this central point 
the air la conveyed in pipes to all parts 
of the works, and the connection with 
the actual tool is made with a length 
of india rubber hose, so that the work- 
man can movo the apparatus from 
place to place. 

Where a workman would have had a 
dammer and a chisel in his hands now 
he has a prumatic chisel, and he has 
simply to direct it in the required posi- 
tion. The number ot trowe that % 
tool like this strikes is marvelous. The 
jet of compressed air operates a piston, 
to which either a hammer or a chisel 
can be attached, and the admission of 
the air can be so regulated by valves as 
to give anything from 2,000 to 15,000 
strokes a minute. As might be sup- 
posed, the vibration caused by such a 
rapid movement as this is very great. 
A visitor to a granite yard is generally 
given one of these pneumatic tools to 
hold, and unless be grips it tight it is 
apt to Jump out of his hand. One 
would think that the constant use of 
such tools would injure the workman's 
arms and lead to cramp. 80 far, how- 
ever, there have been no instances of

IMPORTS, OVER A BILLION. 


The imports into the United States 
exceeded one billion dollars in the 12 
months ending with March, 19008. This 
is the first time in the history of our 
foreign commerce in which the imports 
in 12 months have exceeded $1,000,000, - 
000, Prior to 1870 they had never 
reached as much as a half billion dol- 
lars in a single year, and it was not 
unif? 1800 that they reached three- 
quarters of a million dollars in value, 
and now for the first time they have 
passed the billion-dollar line. Mean- 
time the exports have grown with like 
rapidity. In the 18 months ending with 
March, 1908, the total exporte were 
$1,444, 786,954, agains $1,001,596,688 of 
imports, giving an excess of exports 
during the 12 monthe of $419,190,271. 
Exports never reached a half billion 
dollars’ value in a single year until 
after 1870. In 1880 they passed, for the 
first time, the three quarters of a bil- 
lion dollar line; in 1888 they for the 
first time exceeded $1,000,000,000, and 
in the 12 months ending with March, 
1908, they were §1,414,796,954; and 
should the exports of April, May and 
June average as high as those for 
March, they would bring the total 
exportations for the fiscal year past the 
$1,500,000,000 line. 

The growth in importa has been es 
pecially marked during the past five 
years. In the 12 months ending with 
March, 1899, they were 660 millions in 
value; in the twelve months ending 
with March 1900, 848 millions; in the 
twelve months ending with March, 1902, 
90? millions; and in the twelve months

The second week in April brought 
1 Jocal elections in important cities of the 
| Middle West, including Onicago, St. 
| Louis, Columbus, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land and Toledo. In the last two places 
there were decid: d victories for pictur- 
esque leaders, with radical and even 
socialistic tendencies In Cleveland, 
ohbeap railway feres sem to have been 
the winning platform, and in Toledo 
the reelected Mayor, an adherent of 
the communistic doctrines of Tolstoi, 
sems to owe his strength largely to the 
proletariat ; corruption did not win in 
either case, Chicago has been for some 
years setting the example to other cities 
in municipal elections The good of 
the city isa far greater consideration 
there than itis in Philadelphia or St. 
Louis, for instance, or usually in New 
York. The Chicago Voters’ Leagne is 
the most succesful c«xperiment in 
America in the direction of freeing 
city elections from every consideration 
except the city’s good. In the present 
election most of the candidates sup 
ported by it were elected. Mayor Har- 
rison has his good and his bad points, 
and there was in the mayoralty ques- 
tion no clear division between the good 
citizens and the bad. 

St. Louis, with a great Fair upon ber 
hands, ayolded the only clear moral is- 
sue before her, as neither party cared to 
support the District Attorney in his 
brilliant campaign for municipal pur- 
ity. The Exporition will increase the 
public plunder, Let us bope that it 
may aleo, by arousing civic pride, has 
ten the end of the present marvelous 
corruption, which apparently surpasses 
Tammany, The goverment of our great 
cities is, on the whole, a distinct dis- 
credit to our people——a discredit not 
lees than is now being furnished by the 
States of Delaware and Rhode Island. 
We beileve, however, that these things 
can not last. There are more good peo 
plo than bad, and the time will come 
when disgust at the tyranny of actiye 
rascals will be strong enough to sweep

LESSONS Ot THE CITY ELECTIONS. 


The second week in April brought 
local elections in important cities of the 
Middle West, including Cnicago, St. 
Louis, Columbus, Cincinnati, Clere- 
land and Toledo. In the last two places 
there were decid: d victories for pictur- 
esque leaders, with radical and even 
socialistic tendencies In Cleveland, 
cheap railway feres sem to have been 
the winning platform, and in Toledo 
the reelected Mayor, an adherent of 
the communistic doctrines of Tolstoi, 
eme to owe bis strength largely to the 
proletariat ; corruption did not win in 
either case. Chicago has been for some 
years setting the example to other cities 
in municipal electione. The good of 
the city isa far greater consideration 
there than itis in Philadelphia or gt. 
Loui), for instance, or usually in New 
York. The Chicago Voters’ League is 
the most successful ‘xperiment in 
America in the direction of freeing 
city elections from every consideration 
except the city's good. In the present 
election most of the candidates sup 
ported by it were elected. Mayor Har- 
rison has his good and his bad points, 
and there was in the mayoralty ques- 
tion no clear division between the good 
citizens and the bad. 

St. Louis, with a great Fair upon her 
hands, ayoided the only clear moral is- 
suo before her, as neither party cared to 
support the District Attorney in his 
brilliant campaign for municipal pur- 
ity. The Exporition will increase the 
public plunder. Let us bope that it 
may also, by arousing civic pride, hae 
ten the end ofthe present marvelous 
corruption, which apparently surpasses 
Tammany. The goverment of our great 
cities is, on the whole, a distinct dis- 
credit to our people—-a discredit not 
lees than la now being furnished by the 
States of Delaware and Rhode Island, 
We believe, however, that these things 
can not last. There are more good peo- 
ple than bad, and the time will come 
when disgust at the tyranny of active 
rascals will be strong enough to swoep 
these parasites from their fat tepasta 
Collier's Weekly.

IMPORTS, OVER A BILLION. 

The imports into the United States 
exceeded one billion dollars in the 12 
months ending with March, 1908.

000. Prior to 1870 they had never 
reached as much asa half billion dol- 
lars in a single year, and it was not 
unif? 1690 that they reached three- 
quarters of a million dollars in value, 
and now for the first time they have 
passed the billion-dollar line. Mean- 
time the exports have grown with like 
rapidity. In the 18 months ending with 
Maroh, 1908, the total exporte were 
$1,444, 786,954, againg® $1,001,506,688 of 
importa, giving an excess of exports 
during the 12 months of 6418, 190,271. 
Exports never reached a half billion 
dollars’ value in a single year until 
after 1870. In 1880 they passed, for the 
first time, the three quarters of a bil- 
Hon dollar line; in 1608 they for the 
first time exceeded 51, 000, 000, 000, and 


|in the 12 months ending with March, 


1908, they were §$1,414,796,054; and 
should the exporte of April, May and 
June average as high as those for 
March, they would bring the total 
exportations for the fiscal year past the 
$1, 500,000,000 line. 

The growth in importa has been es- 


pecially marked during the past five 


years. Inthe 12 months ending with 
March, 1800, they were 660 millions in 


value; in the twelve months ending 
with March 1900, 648 millions; in the 


twelve months ending with March, 1902, 


902 millions; and in the twelve months 


ending with March, 1908, $1,001,506, 688. 


This increase in importation is chiefly 


in manufacturers materials.

the preacher draws a realistic picture 
of the numerous class that dallies with 
evil Indulgence, making a mock of dan- 
ger and heedless of admonition until 
it Is too late. The text is Proverbs xiv, 
9, “Fools make a mock at sin.” 

There are times when hints and dell- 
cate phraseology are inadequate for 
useful purpose, and when the kindest 
and wisest course is to use plain, out- 
spoken characterization shot forth on 
arrows of denunciation and excoria- 
tion. So in my text Solomon says 
plainly that the man who mocks at ain 
is a fool. ‘When the human body is 
slowly but @urely being eaten up by a 
cancer, it is time to use the surgeon's 
knife. The gangrened limb needs am- 
putation, not balms or plasters or poul- 
tices or fragrant ointments, And when 
men and women with wide open eyes 
deliberately place themselves in a posi- 
tion where they may Inhale the fetid 
atmosphere, reeking with the deadly 
terms of that contagious and fatal 
plague called sin, it is high time that 
some one should be bold enough to 
stigmatize them by an appropriate 
name. They are not misguided chil- 
dren who are merely lost in the crook- 
ed byways of life's journey, They can 
gee the evil results of àin everywhere 
they go if they will only look as they 
are capable of looking. They are not 
mental weaklings who have been con- 
fined behind the iron bars of a lunatic 
asylum. They can think, and clearly 
think, it they will ac’ do what they 
ought todo. Such men and women are 
displaying suicidal folly, and the only 
appropriate name for them is that 
which Solomon applies to them; they 
are fools. Golng to destruction by 
thelr own choice and volition, mocking 
at victims who have already been de- 
stroyed, heedless of the fate impend- 
ing over their own heads, they are as 
foolish as would be a sea captain who 
in midocean and in the grip of a burri- 
cane broke his rudder chains, threw his 
chart overboard and smashed his com- 


| pass. 


When a gigantic sin is working evil to 
the body politic cnd is endangering our 
na tional well being, Solomon's method 
is demanded. President Roosevelt evi- 
dently thought so when, a short time 
ago, referring to a common sin, he 
wrote: “I do not know whether I most 
pity or despise the foolish and selfish 
man or woman who does not under- 
stand that the only things really worth 
having in life are those the acquire- 
ment of which normally means cost 
and effort. Tbe man or the woman 


| who deliberately avoids marriage and 


bifs a heart so cold as to know no pas- 
sion and a brain so shallow and selfish 
as to dislike having children is lu effect 
a criminal against the race and should 
de an object of contemptuous abbor- 
rence to all bealthy people.” 

Why Mockers Are Fools. 

The same ind of warning against 
sin Hugh Latimer gave when be sent 
to Ilenry VIII. bie king, the present 
of a New Testament, with these pun- 
gent Words written in plain letters up- 
on the fly leaf: “For this ye know that 
no unclean person hath any inberitance 
in the kingdom of Christ and of God.” 
The same kind of warning against sin 
in high places John Knox used to give 
when as court preacher he would look 
down from his pulpit and denounce the 
sins of his ruler until the beautiful 
Mary. queen of Scots, would grit ber 
teeth and turn pale and clinch ber tiny 
fists in paroxydms of rage. Let me 
show you why the mockers at sin are 
fools; also why men and women in the 
dally walks of life should kneel every 
morning and evening and ask the Heart- 
enly Father to protect and guide and 
save them from the eril temptations 
which beset them everywhere they go. 

Evil temptations invariably are intro- 
Guced to their victim in a seemingly 
harmless way. They seek your com- 
panionship at Arst as friends, and not 
as enemies. They do not approach you 
glaring and convulsively working their 
claws and leap at you, as the man eat- 
ing monster might try to get at your 
throat when in all his fury be is caged 
in the zoological gardens of Calcutta. 
But temptations come to you at first 
with the soft fur and the purring salu- 
tation of the little kitten which might 
nestle in your lap. They come insid- 
lously, as the cholera germs might 
feach you wrapped in the beautiful 
garment which le sent to you from far- 
of India. They come with all the fra- 
grance of the poisonous leaf which 
brings death to every creature that 
touches it Dr. Cuyler once gave a 
wonderful description of one of the 
poisonous trees. aptly called the Judas 
tree. He sald that the blossoms of this 
tree are of a brilliant red. From far 
and near the fatal beauty of those 
flowers attracts the insects. Yet “ev- 
ery bee wondering In search of honey 
that alights upon the blossoms imbibes 
a fatal oplate and drops te the earth. 
Beneath this enticing tree the earth is 
strewn wiih the victims of ite fatal 
fascination.” That fatal plant te a 
vivid symbol of the way deadly sia 
Arat appesis to its victims. Sin in the 
beginning fascinates the eyes as with 
the brightest of Goral colors. It faset- 
Bates the car ae with the sweetest of 
harmonies, It soothes the sense of 
touch as with the velvety softness of a 
tieer’s paw. while bones th ts eancesied 
the sharp claw. It first wooes its vie- 
tim to pillow his head upon the lap of a 
beautiful Delilah, and while the sinner 
sleeps his lips are parted in a smilie as 

he dreams the happiest of dreama.

death, My brother and sister, are you 
among those whom King Solomon des- 
ignates us fools? Do you mock at sin 
merely bec: use it comes around in a 
harmless way? The mefe fact that the 
highway man crouches behind the rock 
makes his sudden attack the more dan- 
gerous; the mere fact that the quick- 
sands look to the unpracticed eye as 
strong as the rock under your feet 
makes their invitations to step upon 
them the more fatal. 

Evil temptations should not be de- 
rided. They assail a man at his weak- 
est points. of character. They do not 
try to assault his impregnable citadel 
or attack him at those points of his na- 
ture that are protected by massive 
walls, so high and thick that the heav- 
iest of battering rams can only make 
the slightest indentations, but they 
try to destroy their victims by strategy, 
by throwing them off” thelr guard; 
wounding Achilles not through the 
breastplate, but in the heel; conquering 
Alexander the Great not with the 
sword, but with the wine cup; destroy- 
ing Charles Stewart Parnell not witha 
man's gruff voice, but with a woman's 
gentle arm; making Thomas Cranmer 
sign his recantation not by the power 
of argument, but by the power of fear. 
It only needs a comparatively light 
blow between the eyes to stun the most 
powerful animal which was ever driv- 
en into tbe Chicago slaughter houses, 
It only needs one small sinful tempta- 
tion to appeal to us in the right way 
to destroy any man unless he is upbeld 
by a divine panoply. 

Sim Strikes the Weakest Point. 

Evil temptations always assail thelr 
victims at their weakest points. Is 
there any man foolish enough to think 
that his character is so perfectly form- 
ed that there is no weak point in his 
moral armor? A constructor who 
would not try to strengthen his sag- 
ging girder is a criminal. Awful was 
the catastrophe when a few years ago 
a great bridge across the river Seine 
broke under the feet of the multitudes 
merely because one of the fron links 
snapped. Poor is the general who 
would not be vigilant about the weak- 
est part of bis fortifications. It was 
after the famous mine was explod- 
ed under the earthworks of Peters 
burg that the Federal troops were able 
to drive back Robert E. Lee's forces 
into Richmond. And can it be that 
with all your brain and force and past 
experience you do. not realize there is 
some helplessness, some weakness, In 
your sature? Have you never been 
tempted In the past and overthrown? 
Can you not realize that you may be 
tempted again in the future and over- 
thrown in the same way? 

By being aware of and trying to 
strengthen our weaknesses we are able 
to supplement our strength. A well 
known ond thrilling story ts told that 
the engineer of the Holland dikes was 
one night Invited to a party. That aft- 
ernoon an awful storm arose. As the 
hour drew near for the festival the 
engineer wavered, bot at last he sald: 
“No; I will go to the dikes, where my 
duty calle. My services way be need- 
ed there.” When he arrived upon the 
dikes, be found that under the cease- 
less bombardment of the seas some of 
the stones In one place had become 
loosened and a little water was begin- 
ning to trickle through. That littl 
stream was gradually growing larger. 
Over the walls the engineer went. He 
tried to stop that bole first with stones. 
Then he took off his coat and Jammed 
it Into the loosened rocks. “More 
clothes!’ he shouted. “More clothes!" 
Aud he made his men take off thelr 
garments, and at last the dikes were 
saved. Had that water been allowed 
te trickle on and had not the weak 
part of the wall been strengthened all 
the dikes would have been swept away, 
and thousands of men, women and 
children would have been drowned. 

Solomon well sald that when a man 
with his moral weaknesses scoffs at sin 
he is à fool | heard the reformed 
John .Gough., after be had been forty 
years à teetotaler, say: “Rather than 
eat a piece of mince ple favored with 
brandy | would cut off my right arm, 
1 would no more touch it. knowing my 
physics! and moral weakness for drink, 
than 1 would be willing to touch a 
lighted match to a keg of gunpowder.” 
It ie sometimes more manly to run 
from sin than it is to fight sin. God 
gave os two feet as well ns two Osta 
That means there are certain times 
whee we should Gee from temptation; 
that we should nevor allaw ourselves 
to be placed In a position where we

Evii indulgences should not be derid- 
ed. They dull the moral sensibilities, 
Their sinful effects cannot be seen so 
muck ip the wasting away of the moral 
tissus, as Firight’s disease might 
wreck the kidneys or tuberculosis might 
eat away the lungse. But evi) indul- 
genoes have a hardening or a dulling 
effect, as cirrhosis hardens the liver or 
ga paresis affects the cell tissues of the 
brain, It is sald that when a man's 
right aide la benumbed through the el- 
fect of a paralytic stroke the doctor 


or his mother. He had a delicate, spir- 
itua! touch. He could distinguish 

right from wrong as readily as a 
trained artistes eye ean tell the har- 
mony of colors or á musi@ian’s ear can 

t the slightest discord. 
that young man al- 
lows himself to be led into question- 
able enjoyments, When he frst saw 
enchanting sin, a fery blush mantied 
his cheek. But aftér awhile his per- 
ceptions are dulled; evil is no longer re- 
pulsive to him; he begins to belleve 
that the theater may have a beneficial 
influence. He can argue for it with a 
clear eye and a steady heartbeat. Aft- 
er awhile be can go and with absolute- 
ly no qualms or upbraldings of con- 
science can sit and listen to the vilest 
of talks which are being pttered upon 
the stage: sit there with a young. girl 
by his side who is no more ashamed of 
what she sees and hears than ts her 
masculine cacort. The fact that the 
young man is able to argue with. you 
and that he sees no wrong in watching 
a sinful play proves beyond a doubt 
that he has cirrbosis of the soul, a 
hardening of the moral sensibilities, an 
inability to spixitually distinguish right 
from wrong. What color blindness is 
to the locomotive engineer who is un- 
able to distinguish warning signals 
alongside the railroad track spiritual 
color blindness is to the sinful soul. 
After awhile by the touch of ain the 
sinner loses his capacity to distinguish 
right from wrong and, like the cyeless 
ground mole,” is unable to tell the 
brightness of midnoon from the dark- 
ness of midnight. 

Mardening the Moral Sensibilities. 

I have seen. more than once. this 
hardening of the moral sensibilitive by 
ain. Within a few blocks of my old 
Chicago home there was a sinful place, 
where most of the victims caught were 
young boys of fifteen or sixteen years 
of age. That evil place, thank God, 
has since been closed. In the windows 
of that poolpoom were hung up a great 
number of lewd pictures. Again and 
again I have seen young men come up 
to that place for the first time. When 
they would do it, they would stagger 
back as though stunned. Then they 
would look around the street as though 
they were thieves about to rob a house. 
Then at those lewd pictures in the 
windows they would look again, with 
glassy eye and flushed face. But aft- 
erward those same boys, who at first 
were ashamed to look, would become 
bold faced and vile tongued. They 
would stand around that corner, »mok- 
ing filthy cigarettes and insulting young 
girls as they would pass by. Within 
the walls of my own church I bave 
seen this paralyzing of the moral sen- 
sibilities by sin. I have seen a man 
who once led a noble woman to the 
marriage altar not only sacrifice bim- 
self, but sell his own child into sin, for 
the gratification of quenching a drunk- 
ard's thirst. My brother and sister, 
with such examples before you of the 
metamorphoaing power of sin, can you 
afford to run the risk of scoffing at sin? 
Are you not afraid that, as in Circe’s 
palace, you may be changed into the 
form of a human brute? Are you not 
afraid that by the touch of ain your 
conscience may become so hardened 
that you shall have no moral sensibili- 
ties left? ° 

Evil temptations should not be de- 
rided. The depths of human misery 
into which they can fling their victims 
this side of the grave are unfathoma- 
ble. It is upon the dark side of the re- 
sults of sis 1 would speak. ` The trou- 
ble with many of our so called Chris- 
tian teachers Is that we put a halo over 
sin. We picture temptation as a cren- 
ture of beauty seated upon a silver 
cloud lined with gold. She bolds in one 
hand n pack of cards and in the other 
a goblet of wine. The color of her 
cheek, the flowers caught in the folds 
of ber garment, clinging about ber lithe 
form. make ber look so innocent one 
cannot help loving her even though she 
may be bad. But | would tear away 
the beaatiful robe, and under the rim 
of that cloud | would show you a 
crouching demon. whose only music ts 
the agonizing cry of those whom be has 
got in his Cutches, whose only joy is 
in tantalizing those whom be ts de- 
stroying and whose frightened, plead- 
ing eyes have no more effect upon his 
stony beart than the cry of the belp- 
less fawn upon the boa constrictor who 
is wrapping ita colle about the trew- 
bling body for the fatal bug.

THE HOUSE SURGEON. 


He ls a Woon and a Blessing to 
Guests In Big Hotels. 

All the principal botels in New York 
employ a house surgeon, They do not 
pay him a salary, but merely provide 
him with a sleeping apartment and of- 
fice. In return he treats the ills and 
aches of the staff, from the head men 
down to the kitchenmald. This is not 
a particularly easy task, as there are 
from 500 to 800 men and women on 
the pay roll of the large botels. Hard- 
ly a day passes that he does not pre- 
scribe for a score or more of the em- 
ployees. Outs, falls, bruises, scalds 
and scratches follow cach other with a 
rapidity that would give nerrous pros- 
tration to any one whose training did 
not fit him to cope with just such con- 
tingencies, says the New York Times. 

To the hotel guesta the house surgeon 
ia a necessity, Transients from out of 
town frequently need his services. 
Some of them who have been dining 
not wisely. but too well, summon him 
to straighten them out. Women who 
overeat and orershop are good custom- 
ers. Then there are the hysterical wom- 
an, ber nervous alster and the woman 
who insists that abe has been poisoned 
Just because too free an indulgence in 
ice water has wade ber feel uncom- 
fortable. 

To all these tbe house surgeon is a 
boon and a blessing, and as they inva- 
riabiy rewsrd him with a fat fee he 
does not grumble when roused from 
his beauty sleep. He aims to be all 
things to all men. When his patient 
happens to be a rabid homeopathist, 
be does not alr his private views on 
the superiority of allopathy, or vice 
versa. 

Bat it is when an attempt at suicide 
is made that the house surgeon is most 
useful. Accidents of this kind will 
sometimes occur in the best regulated 
hotela, and if the attempt is discovered 
within a reasounble time the herole 
efforts that are made to save the man 
of woman are frequently successful 

The surgeon arrives on the scene 
with the least possible delay. In the 
midst of all the fuss, worry and ex- 
citement be is calm and capable, and 
his akiliful hands often bring back the 
patient from the shadow of death. He 
is discretion itself, and it sometimes 
happens that the frustrated attempt to 
die never reaches the public ear. 

His position ls profitable and pleas- 
ant. If be is not naturally courteous, 
adaptable and of good address. he 
quickly acquires these qualities. He 
dresses in the best taste and is seen in 
the dining rooms and along the corri- 
dors of the botel. In this way he be- 
comes a familiar figure to the guests, 
and it gives them a feeling of security 
to know that he ld within reach to min- 
ister to their physical aliments, real or 
imaginary, whenever they choose to 
send for him. 

The house surgeon never has to wor- 


fortunate brethren. The botel manage- 
ment charges for his services in its 
regular bill and sees to it that the prop- 
er fee is forthcoming. — Detroit Free 
Press.
